The best soil for the Peach is moderately rich, somewhat sandy loam, but will succeed in almost any soil. The ground should be 
clean and mellow around the tree. Peach trees are easily cultivated and their freedom from disease, the short time it takes to come into 
bearing and the immense demand for the fruit makes them extremely profitable. 

Careful examination should be made each season, and all borers removed with a knife. A half-peck of air-slacked lime or leached ashes 
placed around the trunk of the tree in May and allowed to remain until October, affords protection against depredations of this pest. 


MAYFLOWER (Semi-cling). The earliest of all Peaches; red all 
over; medium size, slightly oblong and the beautiful solid red color 
makes it sell well on the market. Tree hardy, healthy and vigor- 
ous; a late bloomer, thus rarely getting killed by late Spring 
frosts.
